REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses the 
claimed method where said process of epitaxially growing said extrinsic base grows polysilicon above 
said insulator and single crystal silicon above the exposed portions of said intrinsic base. 

No prior art discloses the claimed method where forming a silicon layer over said lower 
semiconductor regions; patterning an insulator over said center of said silicon layer; and epitaxially 
growing said middle semiconductor region over said insulator and said silicon layer takes place before 
forming said middle semiconductor region. 

No prior art discloses the claimed method where patterning an insulator over said center of said 
intrinsic base; and epitaxially growing said extrinsic base over said insulator and said intrinsic base takes 
place before forming said extrinsic base.
